TURKISH FORCE NUMBERED 7,000 



Unceasing Preparation! For War 
With fnrkey Are Qnletly 60- 
isff On in'Balfarla. 



Large Quantities of Ammunition Are 
en Hand and Stocka of General 
Supplies Are Remarkably 
Cemprshen^lve. 

Sofia, Sept. 25. — According to a tele- 
gram received here Thursday from 
Kostendll (43 miles from Sofla), 600 
Turks were killed in a JIkIH at Kot- 
ckanl Seittember 18. The Turkish 
force numbered 7,000. After the fight 
the troops, onrasod at thrlr losses, 
pillaged and burned a number of B\il- 
garian villages. 

Notwithstanding reports to the con- 
trary, perfect tranquility, almost ap- 
proaching apathy, prevails throughout 
Bulgaria. There is not the slightest 
outward evidence that the country Is 
on the verge of war. Even in milltaiy 
circles there is no excitement, though 
unceasing preparation is going on. 
The reporta emanating from Turkish 
quarters that the government is in 
danger of being carried away by popu- 
lai* excitement niKl that Bulgaria is 
likely to take thi' fir.st hostile steps 
may be regarded as ridiculous inven- 
tions. It is, however, a fact that all 
hope of good results from the Turk- 
ish promises of reform has long dis- 
appeared and the feeling Is growing 
that war is tho sole solution to the 
Macedonian problem, the only ques- 
tlte being whether it will come this 
antumn or be postponed until spring. 

Preparations for the mobilisation of 
the Pulgarlan army have been carried 
out with singular completeness as to 
detail, and a declaration of war will 
find the Bulgarians sufficiently pre- 
pared. The equipment for the soldiers 
ii ready. Large quantities of anuuu- 
j » j iitlon are on hand and the stocks of 
general supplies are remarkably com- 
prehensive. The appearance of the 
troops shows attention to details and 
tbeir soldierly qualities are a revela- 
tion to foreigners. The officers nre 
fully equipped for their profession and 
the men willingly undergo hard drill 
daily. 

The details of atrocities by the Turk- 
ish troops in Monastlr daily reaching 
the Bulgarian government equal and 
even exceed those already published. 

The insurgent general staff in tho 
Monastir vilayet has compiled an 
elaborate report of events In the dis- 
trict of Kastorla between August 2 
and September 12. It comprises a list 
of 24 villages which were plundered. 
A great number of houses were burned 
and 672 v illagers killed.

At 3 o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing he was found breathing heavily 
by his family and passed away before 
the arrival of a physician. Cassldy's 
grandfather was one of the original 
pioneers of the state and was a noted 
Indian fig hter.

EUROPE'S ILL WIND 



America is Now Reapiiifr Great 
Benefit From the Storms of 
the fast Summer. 



THEY WERETHE WORST ON RECORD 



California Fmlt li Imported In Largrcr 

Quantities Than Ever Refore 
Owing to Ruined Crops. 



Prices Average SO Per Cent. Above 
What Was Heretofore Obtained 
in London — ^The French Fruit 
Crop Is a Failure. 

London, Sept. 25. — America Is now 
reaping great benefit from the storms 
which nuule the past summer one of 
the wont on record in Oreat Britain 
and the continent. Thanks to the 
ruined home crops, California fruit is 
Imported in largcM- c)uantlfies than ever 
before. The saUs last week In Lon- 
don marked a n cnrd with 25,000 boxes 
of American fruit, representing about 
675,000 pounds weight. The fruit was 
sold at a two days' auction in Covent 
Garden market, the prices averaging 
30 per rent, above what lias heretofore 
been obtained here. The sales were 
chiefly of California pears and plums 
with a fair consignment of New York 
state Bartlett pears. There is prac- 
tically no EIngllsh fruit obtainable, 
whiU^ Franco, which usually exports 
large f|uantitiea of pears tn ICii^iland, 
Is sending none. The American sec- 
tion of Covent Garden market Is now 
almost the sole source of supply and 
there are no signs of the demand de- 
creasing. American apples, which 
hitherto could not be profitably ship- 
ped hither till later in the year, now 
have a brisk trade. Forty two thou- 
sand barrels of Canadian apples .ar6 
expected in London at the end of this 
week and record prices are assured. 

A member of the most prominent 
English firm dealing in foreign fruit 
said to a press correspondent: 

"There has never been anything liUe 
It. Europe's ill wind certainly brought 
good to America. We are spending 
five and six hours a day in the auction 
box disposing of double as much Cal- 
ifornia fruit as we ever did before at 
prices ranging from 25 to 30 per cent, 
higher. We have no difficulty In sc- 
our all we want from America, but we 
can scarcely order quickly enough. 
Heretofore California fruit has been 
more an adjunct to Kngland's supply 
than a serious factor in the market. 
Now, owing to the failure of Kren h 
fruit and the complete loss of tlie 
home crop, the American branch of 
the market is watched 'more eagerly 
than any other." 

"How disastrous the present s<-ri imi 
has been to English growers may l)e 
judged from a letter In which a fruit 
farmer in one of the best counties of 
Bngland says that on 11 acres all de 
voted to green gages the fruit on only 
three ripened. There Is no wonder 
that shipments of American fruit are 
well received." 

The following are the current quota- 
tions per box: California pears, %\M 
to 12.30; California plums. $2.43 to 
12.91; Bartlett pears. fl.SS to $2.30; 
peaches, |2.43 to $2.67.

swear at the luiiles. 

Let us be patient, good frieuda. Tbe 
recording ang-1 dropped a tear upon 
I'ncle Tob>'d oath, but tbe band of re- 
demption will hardly reach the Pcek- 
snitl who thinks he may safely violate 
all the commandments except the third 
<i >d .\lmiglity will hardly rec.'gn ze so 
suiiill a concession at t but. l iie swear- 
ing in«tii.( t \t> tt iiiperamental. A in\u 
cannot protru le h piea of pcrsonel riKht- 
eousnesssiiiiply because be (ioesu't swear. 
This strict observance d the scriptural 
injunction does not argne superior moral 
excellence. In too many cases it implies 
simply a cold temperament and a calcu- 
lating brain. The fiery streams thai 
course I ilir iugh the veins of Andrew 
Jackson and Ttcamseb Bherman had 
nothing in c iiirnon with tbe cold con- 
coction that crept through the veina of 
(iraot. Each was strons and great in 
his day and generation ; out not merely 
because Ac aworf or didn't twear. And 
this holds true of all men->whether they 
sit in the Presidential chair or merely 
upon the Judicial bench.

Inilicfed in 1S99 in Federal Couil. 
Charged With Having Vio- 
lated Inter State Com- 
merce law.

One of Col. Morris Bsslknap's chief 
claims for tbe Kentucky Governorship is 
that be is a practical business man and 
that if he ia elected he will give the State 
of Kentucky a thorough busineaa admin- 
istration of its aflairs. However, tbe 
Democrats are inclined to believe that if 
he oondoets tbe Bute's siTaira as thebos- 
inesn of tbe Belknap Co lias been con- 
ducted the State may become involved in 
litigation as the W. B. Belknap Com- 
pany became involved in 1899. The 
Democrats are perfectly willing that his 
business record shall be compared with 
tbe administration of Governor Beck- 
bam. The facta contained in tbe following 
became known to the public by reason of 
an indictment returned against the W. B. 
Belknap Company in tbe U. 8. Olrouit 
Court for the eastern district of Texas: 

Morris B. Belknap is Vice President 
and a large stockholder In tbe W. B. Bel- 
knap Company, a corporation of the city 
of Louisville, engaged in tbe hardware 
business. In tbe year 1890 tbe ofBdals 
of the company were indicted in tbe W 
8. Circuit Court for the eastern district 
of Texas, for having fraudulently shipped 
to Beaumont, Texas, in violation of the 
inter-state commerce law, several car- 
loads of mixed hardware, guns, ammuni- 
tion and divers articles, and with having 
fraudulently, unlawfully and knowingly 
made a false entry of the nature and 
character of the goods so shipped, sta- 
ting it to be wagon material In the rough. 

Tbe V. S. Court in Texas decided that 
it did not have jurisdiction of tbe offense, 
which, it was held, waa committed in 
Kentucky at the point of shipment ; con- 
sequently the indictments were dismissed 
in Texas. 

At tbe February term, 1000, three in- 
dictments were returned in the V. S. Cir- 
cuit Court at Louisville, against John W. 
Price, Secretary of tbe W. B. Belknap 
Company. Each indictment charged 
that the said Trice, acting for and on be- 
half ol W. B. Belknap Company, shipped 
to Beaumont, Texas, a ca^load of mixed 
hardware, guns and amunition, and un- 
lawfully, knowingly and fraudulently 
made a false entry of tbe nature and 
character of the goods so shipped, sta- 
ting tbe same to be wagon material in 
tbe rough, when, in truth and in (act, 
said shipment consisted of guna, ammu- 
nition and hardware. 

The rate on rough wagon material 
from I.oiiisville to r>saumont, Texas, was 
4S cents per hundred. Assuming a car 
to c <rry 50,000 pounds, the average load, 
I he charge for abipment per oar would 
be*-' 10. 

Kach of theae cars was actually loaded 
with hardware, guns and ammunition. 
Tbe rate on hardware was $1.21, on guun 
$141 and on ammunition §1 lm. The 
average rate would bef 1 28, which would 
make tbe charges on each car, if prop- 
erly billed, from Louisville to Beaumont, 
i*i 40. By shipping tbe goods as wagon 
material the Belknap Company saved 
$^00 on each car. 

A plea of guilty was entered in the 
court at Louiaville to two indictments, 
and a fine of llxeil in one case and 

$500 in another. The third iudictuient 
was filed away. 

Do the people of Kentuckv desire, as 
their Chief Executive, a man who does 
not know tbe difference between a car- 
load of hardware, guns and ammunition, 
and a car loaded with wagon material in 
tbe rough '.' Do they desire a "busineaa" 
administration conducted upon such 
lines? 

Theodore Maxfleld & Brother, of Bates- 



ville. Ark , was another customer of W. 
B. Belknap A Company. In order to in- 
vestigate tbe charge of tbe abipment of 
goods under improper claaaiflcation by 
Belknap Company to MaxBeld A Broth- 
er, Charles L. Wilson, buyer for this lat- 
ter firm, was summoned to appear be- 
fore the Federal grand jury in Louisville 
and bring the invoices of goods pnr- 
nhtmi tram and the billa of lading (or 
Um Rooda abtppad by Belknap A Oom- 
P»ny. 

Wilson appeared at Louisville in obe- 
dience to this summons, and brought the 
Belknap invoices and billa of lading with 
him. While Wilson waa thus in attend- 
ance upon the court, the invoicca and 
billa Of lading were nnlawfully taken 
away from him. J. W, Price, who was 
Secretary of tbe Belknap Company, was 
indicted in the U. 8. Circuit Court at 
Louisville for "unlawfully, knowingly, 
felonioualy and corruptly obstructing and 
impeding by threats and force," tbe due 
administration of justice in tbe said court 
by causing and inducing Theodore Max. 
field, "to covertly obtain possession of the 
said invoices and copies of bills of lading 
from the possession of Charles L. Wilson, 
when he, the said Charles L. Wilson was 
asleep, and deliver posaeeaion of aame to 
him, tbe said J. W* Price, and the said J. 
W. Price did then and there take possess- 
' ion of the said invoices and bills of lad- 
ing and by (bree and arms refuse to take 
or permit said Charles L. Wilson, or any 
other person to take them to or file them 
before or submit them, or any ot them, 
as evidence to naid jury." 

To this grave charge J. W. Price, "in 
open court, confessed himself guilty." 
He was fined $500 for this interference 
with tbe administration of justice. 
^ J. W. Price was the Secretary , and Mor- 
ris B. Belknap the Vice-President of tbe 
Belknap Company in 1809. at the time 
tbe events referred to occurred. Price is 
still the Secretary and Morris B. Belknap 
is still the Vice-President of said com paoy. 

The people of Kentucky are entitled 
to know whether Morris B. Belknap bad 
knowledge, at tbe time the event trana- 
pired, that J. W. Price, Secretary of bia 
company, unlawfully, corruptly and felon- 
iously obstructed the inveatigation by the 
Federal grand jury of the unlawful ship- 
ment of goods to Batesville, Arkansas, by 
causing Maxfield to forcibly take from a 
sleeping witness tbe invoices and bills of 
lading, upon which an indictment was 
sought against tbe Belknap company. If 
he did not tbe fa«Bt at the time it trana- 
pired, after receiving knowledge of it, 
has he not allowed J. W. Price to remain 
as Secretary of tbe Belknap Company 
and aatoeiate with bim as a business 
man? 

Tbe people of Kentucky are entitled 
to know if it is not true that the Belknap 

company, of which Morris B. Belknup 
was and is Vice President, paid all the 
finea, aggregating $2,000, adj udged against 
J. W. Price for this fraudulent shipment 
and unlawful interference with the due 
administration of justice ? 

The people of Kentucky are entitled 
to know if, notwithstanding these self- 
confessed fraudulent acts on tbe part of 
Price, Morris B. Belknap baa not retained 
him aa Secretary of the Belknap com- 
pany? 

The people of Kentucky are entitled 
to know if these are the "business" 
methods of Morris B. Belknap, and 
whether, if elected Governor of Ken- 
tucky, he would apply like metboda to 
the administration of the affaire of the 
Commonwealth ?
